Underpaid letter from Teriruveli via Ramnad, India to Ipoh, Perak, Malaya postmarked 10 JAN.35 on 
a copy of the 1% Annas of 1932 on the reverse. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 1% Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “25C/ T” (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes and 

also a “Teriruveli/ Due/ Two Annas” mark in a semi circle. The Ipoh arrival mark of 19 JA 1935 is on 

a copy of the 12 cents FMS postage due stamp of 1924.

Unpaid letter from Kallal, India to Ipoh, Perak, Malaya postmarked 11 APR.35 on the reverse. 
The rate and the deficiency was 2’ Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T/ 50° (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Ipoh arrival mark of 18 AP 1935 is on copies of the 8 cents and 10 cents FMS 
postage due stamps of 1924. 
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MALAYA - SELANGOR 
Selangor 
April 1935 


Underpaid letter from Kallal, India to Kuala Lumpur, Selangor, Malaya postmarked 15 APR.35 on a copy 
of the 1 Anna of 1934 on the reverse. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 172 Annas. 
On the obverse is a manuscript “T 30c” (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. 
The Kuala Lumpur arrival mark of 26 AP 1935 is on a copy of the 12 cents FMS due stamp of 1924. 




















MALAYA - FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
Negri Sembilan 


July/August 1935 


Underpaid letter from Sitkwin, Burma initially to Seremban, Negri Sembilan, Malaya partly paid by two 
copies of the Indian 1 Anna 1935 Silver Jubilee postmarked 12 JUL.35 on the reverse. 
The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency % Anna. 

On the obverse is a Burmese “T/ C/ 10” (Taxe) mark in a hexagon indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Seremban arrival mark 22 JY 1935 is on a copy of the 4 cents FMS 1926 postage due 
stamp. Payment of the due amount was noted by a red manuscript “Paid 4 cents” on the obverse. 
The letter was redirected (dispatch mark 30 July 1935 on obverse) to Karaikudi, India whose arrival mark 
is 10 AUG 35 on the reverse. An Indian boxed “Foreign Postage Due/ One Anna’ is on the obverse.

August 1935 


Unpaid letter from Kallal, India to Ipoh, Perak, Malaya postmarked 3 AUG.35 on the reverse. 
The rate and the deficiency was 2’ Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T/ 50-C” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Ipoh arrival mark of 15 AU 1935 on the reverse is on copies of the 8 cents and 10 cents 
FMS postage due stamps of 1924. 





FEDERATED MALAY STATES 

Selangor 

September 1935 
Underpaid letter from Rangoon, Burma to Klang, Selangor, Malaya partly paid on the reverse by two 
copies of the Indian 1 Anna Silver Jubilee of 1935 postmarked 5 SEP.35. The rate was 272 Annas 

and the deficiency ”% Anna. 

On the obverse is a Burmese “T/ C/ 10” (Taxe) mark in a hexagon indicating double the deficiency in gold 

centimes. The Klang arrival mark of 16 SE 1935 is on a copy of the 4 cents FMS 1926 due stamp. 
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MALAYA - FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
Perak 


November 1935 


Underpaid letter from Terirveli, Ramnad, India to Ipoh, Perak, Malaya postmarked 13 NOV.35 partly paid 
by a copy of the 1 Anna of 1934 on the reverse with a transit mark of Ramnad on the same day. The rate 
was 2% Annas and the deficiency 17% Annas. 

On the obverse is an Indian “30C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes as well as a “Terirveli/ Due/ Two Annas” in a semi circle. On the reverse the Ipoh arrival mark 
of 21 NO 1935 is on a copy of the FMS 12 cents postage due stamp of 1924.
